Gettysburg's office had first class 


rating in 1918 and 1919, when canton- 
ments here boosted postal receipts to 
the unprecedented level of $G-"»,000 for 
1918 alone. After July 1, 1920, how- 
ever, the office returned to its second 
class status. 


A first class rating will increase the 


salary of Postmaster Robert C. Miller 
from $3,000 to $3,200 a year, and of 
Assistant Postmaster George P. Black 
from $2,500 to ?2,600 n yeai'. 


Little chancre is expected to go with 


the increased rating of the local of- 
fice, according to authorities there. 
Postal i emulations provide for a super- 
intendent of mails for first class of- 
fices, but whether such an official will 
be appointed here is still undetermined. 


Increases in postal rates on April 


1, last year, were responsible for the 
local post office securing its increased 
rating this year, although the receipts 
had been mounting at such a rate that, 
irrespective of the increased postage 
rates last year, the office would have 
attained first class honors in 1927. 


The local office moved from third 


to second class in 1898. 


Mr. Miller was named acting post-

from the northwest a steady flood of 
light that appeared to be a beam shot 
from a gigantic searchlight. 


The phenomenon was evident for 


a'bout an hour and a half, at 10:30 
o'clock being barely visible. 


The display was different from the 


usual display of the Northern Lights 
in that, it was a steady glow and was 
made up of virtually one beam. The 
Northern Lights as seen here before 
have invariably flickered and 
have 


been made up of a number of rays. 


The display, according to dispatches 


from the Associated Press, was evi- 
dent in other parts of the state and 
students of astronomy advanced many 
theories as to tht> cause >of its pe- 
culiar form. 


Only Portion Visible Here 


One of several explanations of the 


phenomenon advanced 'by students of 
advanced physics and astronomy was 
thai, as the beams radiate from a 
more dr less central point, it is pos- 
sible that the beam seen here was 
only a ivrt of the Nforthern Lights, 
the eastern edge. 


The steady nature of the light re- 


mains a puzxle to all the astronomers 
and no one advanced an explanation 
last night. 


Weather bureau officials at Harris- 


burg advanced the theory that clouds 
were responsible. 
On the other hand

Important clues are said to have

It is also presumed that the robbers 
knew that occasionally Mr. Brandt 
left the main door of his safe 
un- 


locked, and that they waited for such 
an opportunity "before staging the 
theft. 


What clues or suspicions the po- 


lice hold would not be divulged, ex- 
cept that they were convinced, from 
their investigation, that the theft was 
the work of amateurs and persons 
acquainted with the warehouse and 
Mr. Brandt's habit of occasionally 
leaving the safe unlocked. 


That local thieves would experience 


considerable difficulty in disposing of 
any of the loot obtained, with the pos- 
sible exception of the Liberty Bonds, 
appeared more than 
reasonable 
to 


residents of East Berlin. 


The Liberty Bonds were unregister- 


ed and could easily be taken to a 
city and disposed 
of at 
banks or 


brokerage offices, but the East Ber- 
lin National bank stock is numbered, 
the shares held by Mr. Brandt being 
registered at the bank, and endorsed 
by him. 


The promissory

Gettysburg’s office had first class 
rating in 1918 and 1919, when canton­ 
ments here boosted postal receipts to 
the unprecedented level of $65,000 for 
1918 alone. 
After July I, 1920, how­ 
ever, the office returned to its second 
class status. 
A first class rating will increase the 
salary of Postmaster Robert C. Miller 
from $3,000 to $3,200 a year, and of 
Assistant Postmaster George P. Black 
from $2,500 to $2,600 a year. 
Little change is expected to go with 
the increased rating of the local of­ 
fice. according to authorities there. 
Portal regulations provide for a super­ 
intendent of mails for first class of­ 
fices, but whether such an official will 
be appointed here is still undetermined.
